1, On 30Juns 1949, Dnitri Sidorov, Director of the USIA Construction and Build- 
ing Materials Adninistration, stated that a commission for the assessment of 
this adninistration's property had been established. The commission is composed 
of four permanent members: Chief, Osipov, Commercial Director of the Con- 
struction Administration; Deputy Chief, the Austrian director of Bahnbedarf 
A.G.*3 Kuvehinski**s Andreyev**, and one temporary menber, the Sovict director | 
of a USTA firn being chosen in each case. 


2. The commission is to inspect all USId-controlled firms administered by the 
Construction and Building Materials Administration to determine the best 
equipment, and materials to be repaired, shirped to the USSR or scrapped. 

The Austrian director of Bahnbedarf serves as a technical advisor, assessing 
the cost repair of machinery to be retained or sold. Sidorov allegedly stated 
that the best machinery is scheduled for repair and shipment to the USSR within 
three years. Other machinery will be repaired and sold as soon as possibic. 


3, The material to be scrapped is turned over to Soviet Director Pritzger*** of 
Eisen-und Stahl A.G. Pritzger is to supervise the cutting of the serap into 
pieces of 60 em or less. The serap will be sold to the Sviss firm Fripalinent 
for dollars. 


4. On 30 June 1949, the commission inspected material stocks at Bahnbedarf A.G. 
Material for immediate sale was marked "V"; material to be seranped was marked 
"Vv" with a white cross; material for repair was marked with a white circle. 
No inspection was made of machinery and tools now being used by Bahnbedart. 
According to source, a special inventory of machinery and tools will he made 
in minute detail, Souree believes that the Soviets will claim a considerable 
BX 1A anount of this machinery as CEM material for shipment to the USSR.
